Responsive to the Office Action of October 21, 2002, please amend the above-identified 
application as follows: 

Amend claim 5 to read: — — 

5. (amended) A method omsing a seismic detector including four seismic sensors having axes, 
which are in a substantiallj^etrahedral configuration, to detect and measure* seismic activity, 
each of the sensors being in \ respective signal channel, the method including the step of 
checking the gains (or sensitiviti^) of the four channels by taking a plurality of samples fi'om 
the sensors, constructing a set of smultaneous equations fi-om the samples, and solving the 
equations to determine the gains (or sensitivities) of the four channels.
